The petition of Rosa Robinson respectfully represents to the Court: 

1. That she is a citizen of the United States, a resident of the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia and brings this suit on behalf of Oscar B. Robinson 
with his consent and at his request and upon his authority. 

2. That the said Oscar B. Robinson is a citizen of the United States 
a resident of the District of Columbia and is under the age of 21 
years. 

That on the 31st., day of May 1906, the said Oscar B. Robinson 
was taken into custody by Aulick Palmer, United States Marshal for 
the District of Columbia, upon a requisition directed to the Honora¬ 
ble Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia, 
his authority for the taking into custody the said Oscar B. Robinson 
being a warrant issued based upon said requisition and that said 
requisition and said warrant are made a part hereof and prayed to be 
read as a part hereof. 

That the said requisition is invalid and is not in due form 
2- prescribed by law and is defective upon its face for the reason 
that there is no proper certification of the official character of 
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the officer attesting the informations, issued the processes upon which 
said requisition is based. 

3. That the said Oscar B. Robinson was detained confined, and re¬ 
strained from his lawful liberty and still is committed, detained, 
confined and restrained from his lawful liberty within the District 
of Columbia by the said Aulick Palmer who is the respondent herein 
without right or authority of law or otherwise in said respondent so to 
do and that said detention is illegal. 

4. That your petitioner is unable at the present time to obtain 
copies of said requisition which was issued by the Governor of Penn¬ 
sylvania, on the 28th day of May, A. D. 1906. 

That the said Oscar B. Robinson has committed no crime or offense 
known at law here or elsewhere to the best of your petitioner’s knowl¬ 
edge, information and belief nor has any valid warrant, requisition 
or writ authorizing his detention and commitment been exhibited to 
him by the respondent or any of his officers or agents. 

Wherefore the premises considered your petitioner prays: 

1. That the writ of Habeas Corpus issue forthwith out of this 
Court commanding the said respondent on a day and hour to be 
named in said writ to produce in court the said Oscar B. Robinson to 
the end that the cause of his commitment, detainer confinement and 
restraint may be inquired into. 

3 2. That the said Oscar B. Robinson be granted a hearing by 

this court for the purpose of determining the legality of said 
commitment, detainer, confinement and restraint from his lawful 
liberty within the District of Columbia. 

3. That the Court admit the said Oscar B. Robinson to bail pend¬ 
ing the determination of this cause. 

4. That the Court on hearing grant the custody of the said Oscar B. 

Robinson to your petitioner or to some other person to be determined 
by the Court. ' 

5. That the court upon hearing discharge the said Oscar B. Robin¬ 
son from the custody of the respondent herein and restore to him his 
liberty. 

6. For such other and further relief as to the court may seem 
proper and the nature of the cause demands.
